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Remarks 


I. Status 

Claims 1-21 are pending. Claim 10 has been withdrawn as directed to a non- 
elected invention. Accordingly, claims 1-9 and 1 1-22 are presently under Examination. 

II. The Requirement for Restriction 

The Examiner has concluded that the originally submitted claims were directed 
to three independent or distinct inventions: 

Group I. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-22, drawn to compositions and electroconductive 


Group II. Claim 10, drawn to a method of making an electroconductive resin, 


Group III. Claim 22, drawn to a polymer, classified in class 525, subclass 50. 

Accordingly, a requirement for Restriction has been issued. Applicant has 
amended claim 22, and respectfully submits that the amended claim is now directed to 
the invention of Group I. Accordingly, it is believed that examination of claim 22 with 
the claims of Group I is appropriate and in conformance with the Examiner's grouping 
of the claims.
